REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

In response to applicant's amendment filed 12/6/2007, claims 1-33 have been 
canceled and claims 34-61 added. Claims 34-61 are pending and allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The reasons were discussed in the prior office action. See table in applicant's 
response filed 12/6/2007 for correspondence of allowable claims as indicated in the last 
office action and the newly added claims. Also, note criticality of the rocking motion 
feature, in applicant's paragraphs [0025], [0026], and [0027]. Re claim 52, it is agreed 
with applicant that the closest cited prior art is Okayama and that the claim patentably 
distinguishes over the art at least because of 'collimators which directly communicate 
with individual elements of said passive array,' as recited in claim 52. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
